“1 find that 
most of the practical men in 
foreign trade believe that they 
will be able to retain perhaps not 
all of the new business, but a 
very large proportion of it at 
least.” “It “isa question which | 
believe rests squarely upon the 
ultimate lével of costs after the, 
war. | ; - 


Let us consider the important 
items of cost. They are labor, 
capital, taxes and the efficiency 
of a going organization and con- 
nections. This last is often term- 
ed ‘‘good will.’’ 

There is no doubt that the 
European nations are at present 
losing good will. Good will de- 
pends‘upon the ability to estab- 
lish and ‘to’ maintain a going 
business—just what the European 
manufacturers have been unable 
tofdo since August, 1914. Ameri- 
can manufacturers and merchants 
are picking up ‘whole, as it were, 
the good will that has been volun. 
tarily dropped by their European 
competitors, 

It is hardly conceivable that 
taxes in Earope will not be enor. 

- mously increased as a result of 
the war. It is evidently the policy 
of all the belligerent nations to 
meet the costs of it, not by im- 
mediate taxation, but through 
funded’ “Gebts. # This war will 
be paid ‘by. the taxpayers of the 
next or 100. years; and the 
texes will rest heavily not only

on the people, but, on. industry. 
“ Already 1¢ cost of capital in 


Evrope has been much enhanced. 
Capital “which could’ be had for 
two and four per cent prior to 
the European war, can scarcely 
be purchased for six per cent 
now. In my opinion, eapital will 
be in great demand immediately 
following the war, not so much 
for immediate reconstruction 
purposes as for all kinds of new 
enterprises and replacements 
which will be necessary because 
euuipment is being worn out and 
because ‘present initiative and en- 
terprisé aré being stored up with- 
out outlet: The demand for capi- 
tal will be great, the available 
_ amount of it will be limited, and 
in consequence the cost of it will 
be high. : 
The supply of labor, it seems 
equally clear, will be considerably 
iminished. Cor ently labor 
will be in great demand follow- 
_-ing the close of the war. Many 
of the best and most skilled labor.
